nellsh In-rcBtlon IVlilcli Is Likely 


to Make :•- lilt. 


A, now brake for bicycles which lias 


found favor among Hie manufactm-rrs. 
has been invented in England,. and 
models of it have been sent to tiie 
United States. Several manufacturers 
here have begun negotiations for se- 
curing tbe American rights of tlie con- 
trivance, says tlie Chicago later Ocean. 
This brake was designed so Uiat it 
sould be adjusted to suit any size of 
tire and be equally effective on any 
of them. The brake shoes are support- 
ed by a horseshoe shaped frame, which 
is secured at its top to the 
mechanism,'Which in the case .of..the 
front wheel brake comprises a bracket 
for attaching the mechanism to the 
front fork crown, a coil spring to re- 
turn the^brake to, its normal position 
after application and a cord, wire, light 
rod or other suitable connection from 
the handle bar lever, for the purpose 
of raising the horseshoe frame that tlie 
brake shoes may be brought into fric- 
tional contact with the rim. 


At the extremity of each arm of the 


horseshoe shaped frame is a lnt.cra.llr 
disposed boss, Which Is bored through 
and tapped out to. receive the screw 
threaded stem of the brake shoe. This 
boss Is split and hns ears to receive 
a screw whose purpose Is to tighten 
the boss upon the brake shoe stem 
when the latter has been adjusted'.to 
a suitable position for correct opera- 
tion. The brake shoe comprises a metal 
trough, which retains the rubber brake 
block. On each fork blade at a point 
opposite to the extremity of the ad- 
jacent brake frame arm is a light 
clamp, upon whose binding bolt is 
hinged a
